~Jabor,-—Its—official_title-was:“Text of the 
Proposed Charter of the United Nations, 
Including the Statute of the International 
Court of Justice.” Mr. Mackenzie King and 
Mr. Louis S. St. Laurent signed for the 
Dominion of Canada. 

It is fitting that this anniversary should 
be marked by special observances. Such are 
essential if only to remind the skeptics with 
whom one rubbed shoulders during the days 
of the conference in the city by the Golden 


Gate that this second effort to preserve in- | 


ternational peace has not failed. They will 
tell us that the latest experiment has not 
been a howling success to date. Few ex- 
pected the new Charter for mankind to pro- 
duce the Millennium. Some people with 
immature minds and little imagination may 
still prefer to try to solve a bridge prob- 
lem rather than devote a little time to the 
consideration of the part the average in- 
dividual can play in the promotion of a 


sound public opini@n for the guidance of, 


governments. For it is governments, not 
the “little people” of the world, that frame 
policies upon which peace or war depends 
But it is the “little people” who suffer and 
pay. They felt secure for a year or so after 
the First Great War. They had paid a stiff 
pr‘ce for the premium on their ' of 
Nations insurance policy. It ran from 1919 
to 1939, Payments then began on a new one 
How much they have amounted to 
never be known. The actuaries of the dim 
and distant future may try to arrive at a 
figure. It will be inconclusive 

At this stage of the world’s progress 
course, little purpose can be served by cry 
ing over what might have been. The peoples 
of this planet are faced with stern realities 
Tt is largely their responsibility to make 
sure that their insurance policy as repre 
sented by the Charter of the United Nations 
fs a sound investment. Only the foolish will 
argue that its provisjons are merely a col 
lection of pious hopes. The men and women 
who labored long and earnestly in San 
Francisco were imbued with the highest 
practical motives. Of course differences of

opinion developed as the interminable dis: | 


cussions droned on, as the conferees of mul- 
tiple .commissions and committees thrust 
and parried, as ideological controversies at 
times seemed to be more the rule than the 
exception; but at the end of it all—a short

On this second anniversary of the sign- 
ing of that historic document, therefore, it 
is well to recall that nearly half a hundred

No Relief Supplies In Austria 


‘To Be Given To 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Aus 
tria formally agreed today that 
under pain of losing all help, no 
United States relief supplies will 
be diverted to Russian or other 
occupation troaps. 

This stipulation, plus a guar 
antee that the Austrian people 
will be clearly told whence the 
aid came was written into the 
first of a series of agreeme 
under’ which the United States 
will spend $350,000,000 to furnish 
food and relief supplies to China 
and a half-dozen European coun 
tries. 

The agreement, signed today 
in Vienna, also contains a pledge 
that full publicity will be per- 
mitted on the use of the sup 
plies. 

State Department 
sald that two or three 
loaded with food, clothing, medi- 
cal supplies and other “basic 
essentials of life,” will.sail from 
U.S. ports before the end of 
June 

Austria promises to produce as 
much as possible of the relief 
items it needs 

The restriction against using 
supplies to maintain occupation 
forces is in line with criticism 
voiced by U.S. officials. The con- 
tention is that Soviet troops live 
off the land as much as possible, 
instead of relying on supplies 
from the Russian homeland.
